Indians on Western Farms 


Some of the Indian Farmers Have 
Developed Into Capitalists 


Mr, W. M. Graham, newly appoint- 
ed Indian comiissioner, will con- 
duct for the federal government, one 
of the most interesting experiments 
in land cultivation ever undertaken 
in the Dominion, 

Mr, Graham has for a considerable 
number of years been Indian agent 
on the Files Hills agency, at Lebret, 
Sask., on the Grand Trunk Pacific 
railway. Under his direction the col- 
ony of Indian there developed into 
what was considered by experts to 
be a model Indian settlement. The 
young men were encouraged to go 
into farming. with such success that 
their wheat crop last year was in the 
neighborhood of 200,000  bustiels. 
Separate tracts of farming land on 
the agency have been assigned to 
Indians: and: in many cases. they 
have been brought into a high state 
of cultivation, Some of the Indian 
farmers have developed into capital- 
ists on their own account, and have 
been able to purchase automobiles. 
Experts have been sent at different 
times by the Indian department of 
the United States government to ex- 
amine the work carried on at Files 
Hills by Mr. Graham, and_ their ofti- 
cial reports to the United States gov- 
ernment give the highest praise to 
the system. (With such a record of 
success on One agency, it is expected 
that Mr, Graham will succeed in de- 
veloping an interest in farming 
among Indians in other parts of the 
Canadian West,

British Trawler 
Defeats Submarine 


Skipper Used His Shovel and Smash- 
ed the Periscope 


When one’s vessel is danger 
from cnemy submarines anything 
will do as a weapon of defence, as is 
shown by the story of a captain of a 
British trawler who used a coal 
shovel with good effect against a 
German U-boat. The trawler, accord- 
ing to the story told by one of the 
crew, was in the North Sea in a stiff 
breeze, when the skipper saw a per- 
iscope crawl through the breaking 
surface of the sea about a hundred 
yards off, There was no gun aboard 
and the trawler’s best speed was less 
than eight knots. 

“It was a situation to dismay most 
men,” said the sailor, “Our skipper; 
however, has a fighting spirit. A 
touch of the wheel sent the trawler’s 
blunt bows pointing at the subma- 
rine’s whaleback as we wallowed 
menacingly toward the pirate. 

“The U-boat swung around to 
avoid the impact and the sides of 
the trawler scraped along the sides 
of the submarine. ‘The periscope 
was still well out of the water, but 
was beginning to slip down as the 
submarine dived, 

“The skipper bawled for a ham- 
mer, a crowbar, anything that would 
hurt. One of the crew thrust a coal 
shovel into his hand and he scram- 
bled on the bulwarks and leaned ov- 
er, two of the crew hanging on his 
coat so that he would not fall over- 
board, Backward and forward he 
swung the heavy scoop at the fragile 
periscope and the third blow reduced 
it to fragments. 

“The submarine commander, hear- 
ing the noise and wondering what 
new and horrible device the enemy 
had invented crept to his periscope 
to have a look, but all was black, He 
was blind, and the trawler got away 
in safety,”

Steel Helmets 


Number of Deaths Due to Wounds 
in the Head Has Decreased 


The plain steel helmet worn by all 
our Tommies is* becoming quite fa- 
iniliar even to people. in. England. Tt 
will surprise most people who have 
seen these helmets to know that 
there are no fewer than sixty-four 
distinct operations necessary: in 
turning out one of them, 

The first step is stamping ott dises 
from large sheets of steel. A: special 
machine is used for this purpps 
erting a pressure of 150 tons, 
capable of cutting out’ 5,000 
‘ a day. 

Each dise is placed under a shap- 
ing machine, which presses the disc 
into the form of a helmet with a 
broad rim, Polishing and cutting ma- 
chines remove all irregularities in 
the helmet, after which it has holes 
punched in the crown, some for 
ventilation purposes, others for fas- 
tening on the regimental crest.

In Many Foreign Countries Women 
are Employed as Sailors 


If a daughter of Britain were to 
take it into her head that a sailor she 
would be, and sign on as an A.B., 
the occurrence would doubtless give 
rise to considerable, comment and 
surpri 

In many foreign countries, 
ever, the habit of shipping as a 
is quite popular among the fair s 

Before the outbreak of the war it 


was computed that altogether there 
were some three thousand women 
carning their living in this fashion 


along the wild Breton coast. They 
must each and every one of them ob- 
tain official permission before taking 
up their hazardous and laborious 
calling; but this once obtained, they 
rank, as regards wages and work, ex- 
actly as do the other members of 
the crew.  Howeyer ambitious a 
Breton may be she can never aspire 
to the coveted position of skipper, 
for it is forbidden by law. 

At Yokohaina crews of women are 
kept by most of the natives boarding 
house masters, in readiness to ship 
on any tramp coasting steamer that 
may be in wa'nt of hands. They do 
jnot go aloft, but for all the other 
work of a steamship, even that ot 
stoking and trimming, they are said 
to be excellent, 
_ In their spare time on shore they 
frequently take on a coaling con- 
tract, at which laborious occupation, 
strange though it may seem, they 
are rather superior than inferior to 
men, Indeed, until quite recently, 
the world’s record for coaling an 
iron clad was held by a gang of Jap- 
anese ea-women,” all of whom 
were of small stature and under 21 
years of age,

of instances on record of women 
sailing into ports singlehanded when 
compelled thereto by exceptional 
circumstances, 


All the girls who live on Rhodes 
Island are skilful mariners and jare, 
in addition, excellent divers, They

‘ia, of plant nutrition and fert 
building are little known in the ag- 
ricultural world—much less in Amer- 
ica than in agricultural Europe. 
When boys and girls grow crop 
why 


the plants are not uniform in size, 
why som < or-yell 
and some are dark green, why some 
are broad and healthy and _ brilliant 
in color and some are crinkled and 
curled. When they~discern that it 
is caused by hunger, thirst or drown- 
ing by excessive use of water they 
commence to study the language of 
leaves and plants which is so easily 
learned, and never forgotten, no mat- 
ter how long these children _ live. 
Then they soon learn that plants 
live and feed as they themselves do, 
growing weak or strong by_ recciv- 
ing food and drink of the kind and 
amount they require; that to be 
healthy, robust and strong plants and 
animals alike must have the same 
elements of outdoor life, sun, light, 
air and ample and suitable food. 
The American people would be 
much more healthful than they ave 
if they would use less meats and 
cereals and more vegetables, many 
of which contain in larger amounts 
those essential mineral salts that act 
as antidotes and neutralize the acid- 
ity produced by such foods as mcats 
and cereal starches which contain a 
large excess of acid. All animals re- 
quire large amounts of grasses and 
vegetables for the same _ reasons. 
Horses fed on grains alone soon be- 
come incompletely nourished, 

One of the admirable things about 
this activ in popular garden work 
is that it never die; once our city 
olk know the pleasure and profit to 
be derived they will keep on, It will 
not require war and war prices to 
stimulate them. Quite as important, 
it will develop latent faculties in the 
oung that may otherwise never be 
teoanie out, There will come from 
it a love of country or rural life, ac- 
companied by the development of fu- 
ture great students of food problems 
that will benefit mankind for all time 
to come. Many Luther  Burbanks 
even greater than he will follow, and 
they will help our people to develop 
to the highest degree the roduc- 
tiveness of the arable lands of Amer- 
ica, whose yield is far below that of 
European countries whose multiply- 
ing populations have demanded a 
multiplied production of foodstuffs. 
We are now where Europe was a 
century ago. 

The moment has come wheh our 
necessities are demanding that we 
learn and work in harmony with the 
laws of plant life, which are no more 
mysterious than other laws of life 
and nature.
